The record before the commis- 
sion includes reports compiled 
in two FBI investigations. In a 
most detailed and exhaustive 
manner, these present a very 
full picture of Dr. Condon's 
character, associations and loyal- 
ty, since the FBI interviewed 
over 300 persons to obtain in- 
formation and its investigations 
were conducted by a large num- 
ber of agents on a country-wide 
basis. In addition, the FBI sup- 
plied the commission the perti- 
nent information relating to Dr. 
Condon which it had obtained 
from the files of other govern- 
ment agencies. The thorough and 
painstaking investigations by the 
FBI, and other relevant informa- 
tion available to the commission, 
provide the basis on which it is 
the commission's responsibility 
to determine the question of Dr. 
Condon's security clearance. 

In considering the record, the 
commission has found that, in 
the opinion of some persons, Dr.

Fatuous the bolting Southern Democrats’ con- 
vention at Birmingham tomorrow will surely be, 
hut it will not necessarily be futile. A splinter 
Democratic ticket, if effectively organized, could 
cost the regular Democratic ticket several states. 
The bolters cannot expect to get anywhere with 
their own organization, but they can do much to 
insure that the regular Democrats’ course like- 
wise leads to limbo. 

In some Southern states, bolters in number 
could register their protest by voting Republi- 
can. This is true in Florida, Kentucky, North 
Carolina. Tennessee, Texas and Virginia, all of 
which have voted Republican at some time since 
the turn of the century. “Thousands of South- 
erners this vear wil! vote the Republican ticket,” 
Ralph McGill, editor of the Atlanta Constitution, 
predicted in a Saturday Evening Post article twa 
months ago, ‘unless the G.O.P. comes bumbling 
out of Philade!phia with another Mark Hanna 
product Even in Mr. McGill's solid-Southern 
Georgia, there is a Republican party which 's 
not only active but respectable, led by the son 
of a Confederate soldier 

In some Southern states, voting Republican !s 
unthinkable to any except a minority. This is 
true in Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and South Carolina, the real solid 
South. The dissatisfied Democrat in those 
states, with no alternative to Truman but a Re- 
publican, would probably strike a truce with his 
own soul by going fishing election day. This

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WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP)— 
The tradition that Americans are 
always eager to take riskson in- 
vestments just isn’t so, the Federal] 
Reserve Board reported today 

It said a survey this vear 
turned up the following informa- 
tion: 

1. Only about 6,000,000 of the 
nation’s 145,000,000 persons own 
stocks and bonds—not counting 
Government savings bonds. 

2. The “great majority” of the 
country’s 48,400,000 families pre- 
fer to own things with fixed val- 
ue, like bank deposits and Gov- 
ernment bonds, rather than 
those with changing value, such 
as real estate and securities. 

Even among families having in- 
comes of $7500 or more a year— 
making up less than 10 per cent of 
the population—“at least two 
thirds” expressed a “definite pref- 
erence” for assets of fixed value 
Ownership of Stocks. 

This led the board to anothet 
tradition-cracking finding “In- 
come status did not make a vast 
difference in the investment 
plans” of families with $1000 or 
more readily available in savings 

The survey indicated that only 
5,500,000 persons—representing 4.- 
500.000 families—own corporate 
stocks. The board estimated an- 
other 500.000 own bonds of corpe- 
rations, states or cities. although it 
said that total might be a little too 
low.

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BRITISH BUY LEND- LEASE GOODS

WASHINGTON, July 16 ‘AP)— 
The United States has sold Britain 
all liend-lease military equipment 
in British possession in western 
Germany and overseas territories, 
the State Department said last 
night. Britain paid $7,000,000. 

This belated transaction is part 
of a “final and conclusive” set- 
t'ement of Britain's 14-billion-dol- 
lar wartime iend-lease account 
with the United States. The Amer- 
ican Government reserves the 
right to veto British sales of these 
lend-lease stocks to third coun- 
tries and to repossess them if 
necessary.

SAID STILL TO BE 
IN RUSSIAN CAMPS 


Secretary of Tokyo Repatria- 
tion Bureau Tells of Work 
for War Prisoners. 


More than 500,000 Japanese pris- 
oners of war are still in Russian 
hands, scattered in 1100 camps 
from Siberia to European Russia, 
Soichi Saito, chief of the Japanese 
Repatriation Bureau, said here to- 
day. He spoke at a meeting of 
the Webster Groves Rotary Club. 

“About 50,000 a month were re- 
turned from May, 1947, through 
last December,” he said. “After 
that, no prisoners were returned 
until last May when the Russians 
began sending them home again 
at about the old rate. Treatment, 
they say, depended upon the camp 
in which they were stationed and 
the whim of the camp commander. 

“I saw hundreds whose appear- 
ances were pathetic. They wore 
the shabbiest of clothing, and in 
some groups there were individ- 
uals who showed signs of malnu- 
trition.

OUNG people just starting out

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THIS SIMPLE EXAMPLE partially illustrates what Pro- 
fessor Raymond Dodge, my psychology teacher at Yale.

To the pained adult, such a consequence is utterly inexplicable, 
only because he fails to realize that all mental products are 
developments. There is always a kind of reciprocity in emo- 
tional transfer. The value of the modified factory recoils to 
the modifying factory.”

EVERY CLERGYMAN and Sunday School teacher should 
re-read those paragraphs by Professor Dodge. cer sm 
briefly, they mean that pleasure should be associated) with 
goodness and pain with badness. They mean that we should 
make religion jolly and gay. They indirate that newspapers 
should never run photographs of criminals who are smiling 
gaily, and thereby intimating to our youth that crime is a 
pleasant, desirable profession. 

Nor should the movies and other mass educationa! agents 
depict policemen and detectives as snooping busy-bodies, or as 
long-faced Puritans, whose only interest seems to be killing joy 
and happiness. 

Consistency is one of the cardinal rules of pedagogy. If 
our magazines and newspapers, movies and the radio do not 
co-operate with the schools and churches to make sobriety 
and honesty both desirable, as well as fun, and sin and de- 
bauchery undesirable, how can our youngsters know what to 
think?

writer who helped Make Missouri 
famous, came back the other day because he couldn't stay away 
any longer to visit the old home place, give his feet a treat by 


treading his native soil, with possible benefit to his head and heart. 
A transplanted man who tramps the sidewalks of New York needs 
something like that once in a while. 


There was Homer Croy, the 
Missouri farm boy, cooped up in 
New York pecking away at his 
typewriter on another book, 
bogged down in the middle of it 
because the good earth, smothered 
under paved streets, gave him no 
help. “I will arise,” quoth Homer 
Croy, “and return to the land that 
gave me birth and nourished me, 
even to Missouri, if perchance I 
may find there something to sat- 
isfy me and restore my soui,” or 
words to that effect. For though 
he had filled his belly with the 
husks of fame, he was an hun- 
gered still. 

So Homer Croy came back to 
Missouri and found his way to the 
farm out Maryville way where 
he first saw the light of day, still 
dear to his heart though he has 
wandered far. He found it as he 
had left it, even to the barnside 
mural that he had painted a few 
years ago in honor of his pioneer 
ancestors, depicting their arrival 
in a covered wagon. 


That farm is famous because it 
belongs to Homer Croy. It is 
cherished by the Maryville Cham- 
ber of Commerce and pointed out 
to strangers as the patch of 
ground from which Homer made 
his escape. They say out there 
that if you look closely you can 
see the tracks the boy made get- 
ting away from there. But though 
he turned his back on it in his 
callow youth he loves it still in his 
bald-headed maturity. 


Homer never amounted to much 
as a farmer, the neighbors say, 
and nobody expected him to grow 
up and be as famous as Jesse 
James, as far as Maryville was 
concerned, for it is the tradition 
that Jesse once honored the town 
briefly on a visit to see about rob- 
bing the bank.

There was that difference 
between him and Jesse James. 

When Homer came home last 
week it was an event in the neigh- 
borhood. The folks came to see 


him and spoke their howdys. 
Since most of them had moved in 
since he moved out, it may have 
been on their part an understand- 
able curiosity to see what a New 
York humorist looked like, but it 
would be invidious to suggest such 
a thing. In Maryville people 
pointed at him and said “That’s 
him,” which didn’t embarrass Ho- 
mer in the least, for he knows it 
is the fate of the truly great to 
be pointed at like that. In New 
York the natives manage it a lit- 
tle better, with never a lifted eye- 
brow, but visitors seeing the 
sights sometimes point with pride 
and say “That’s our Homer,” 
which shows that they’re from 
Missouri. 

In spite of all the pointing, or 
because of it, Homer had a good 
time down on the farm and in the 
seething centers of. Maryville, and 
when it came time for him to 
leave he felt a good deal like he 
did the first time, though he had 
to admit that he wasn’t the Ho- 
mer Croy that he used to be. 
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OR one thing, he wasn’t as 

green as he was that other 

time. He makes no bones 
about it that when he made his 
first break he was about the 
greeneft thing that ever came off 
of af northwest. Missouri farm, 
which is saying a good deal, but 
he was there and he knows. And 
he isn’t ashamed of it. It shows 
that, no matter what has hap- 
pened since, he was at that time 
an unspoiled child of nature with 
a heart of gold, incapable of guile 
with a mind that might amount 
to something if it ever got a 
chance. 

To give his mind a chance he 
enrolled in the University of Mis- 
souri. He had an idea that he 
could find out there whether he 
had the kind of mind that would 
be worth bothering with. If not, 
he could’ go back to the farm 
where he could be dumb and no 
body would notice it. They ac- 
cepted him on trial at the un!- 
versity and somehow he managed 
to stay. 

It was while he was there that 
he had his first experience with 
real city life, with particular ref- 
erence to the way a big hotel is 
run. He had let it be known at

the university that he wanted to 
be a journalist. They said it was 
all right with them if he thought 
he could make it. That was be- 
fore the School of Journalism was 
started, so it must have been 
about 1907. 


To acquaint embryo journalists 
with the facts of newspaper life 
the university, at the invitation 
of the Post-Dispatch, sent a group 
of them to St. Louis to be the 
guests of the newspaper for a 
week, watch real reporters at 
work and each of them write a 
piece about it. The young men, 
chaperoned by Carlos Hurd of the 
Post-Dispatch staff, were put up 
the Southern Hotel. Homer, 
with a room to himself, was given 
a key attached to a meta! bar, an 
ingenious device to keep guests 
from carrying keys away. 


Homer thought he was.  sup- 
posed to carry his Key as long as 
he stayed, but how. could he with 
all that metal hanging to it! 
After he had pried it loose and 
had thrown the metal away, he 
noticed that it was the custom for

guests to leave their keys at the 
desk. What to do. He kept his 
key in his pocket until he was 
leaving and then threw it down 
at the desk and ran. 


Anybody would have thought, 
he says now, that he was a green 
country boy, and he is free to 
admit that he was. 


When they started the School 
of Journalism he was the first 
student of the first school of jour- 
nalism in the world. He is as 
proud of that as he is proud of 
being the first American humorist 
to paint a picture of his pioneer 
ancestors and their covered wagon 
on the side of a barn. When it 
comes to firsts Homer js- never 
second. 

[It has been a curious fact that 
Homer Croy, although he is known 
as The Man From Missouri, had 
never until he came back this 
last time, been in Jefferson City. 
He had always felt guilty about 
it. It was almost like living a 
double life. There were times 
when he had to dissemble and for 
a man with a sensitive soul that 


was something that hurt. Down 
east they would be talking about 
Missouri and somebody would 
mention Jefferson City, the dome 
of the capitol or the Benton 
murals, and Homer would say, 
“Ah, yes,” or “Quite so, I am in 
complete agreement with you on 
that point,” and try his best to 
look like he was on familiar 
ground. Well, he made up his mind 
that the next time he came west 
he would see Jefferson City if it 
was the last thing that he did. 
So to Jefferson City he went 


and saw all the sights—the dome 


of the capitol, the Benton murals, 
Senator Mike Kinney’s desk, every- 
thing. He walked the streets and 
let great thoughts have their way 
with him. It pleased him to think 
of the time when people would 
speak of Jefferson City as the 
capital of the Homer Croy &tate. 
In that far time there might be 
a atatue of him in the rotunda 
of the capitol. Statues had been 
erected to men who had done less 
to make Missouri famous.

Declarer now ran four trump 
tricks, discarding a diamond from 
dummy.
